It was supposed that the long term would 
eome up first, but, in order to prevent any 
dispute, the Half-Breeds cunningly rushed 
through a joint resolution providing for 
the meeting of the two Houses in joint 
convention Wednesday noon to select suc- 
cessors to Platt and Conkling. The naming 
of Platt before Conkling is held to settle any 
dispute on the question that Platt will re- 
ceive ten or a dozen less votes than Conkling, 
and so the first showing of the machine will 
be rather contemptible. The Administration 
forces held a conference for consultation this 
evening after the abortive caucus. Fifty- 
seven members, three more than a majority, 
were present, and reports were received from 
nine more, who had pledged themselves not 
to vote for Conkling and Platt at an; time. 
The only business transacted was the passage 
ofa fesulution pledging all preseut not to 
vote for either Conkling or Platt at any 
time. 

NO CANDIDATES WERE NOMINATED, 
but each man was left free to vote for any 
person he desired. It is thought that 
Gov. Cornell will recelve a considerable 
number of votes to-morrow. Among those 
present at the conference for the first 
time were Senators Davenport, Rockwell, 
Schroeder, and Assemblymen Gates, Hu.unil- 
ton, Boardman, Palmer, Boot, and Turck. 
Charles E. Fitch, editor of the Rochester 
Democrat, George Dawson, editor of the 
Albany Evening Journal, Collector Mer 
ritt, Sheriff Daggett, the Hon. Hamilton 
Harris, and several other outsiders took 
part in the deliberations. An analysis of the 
present standing of the members shows that, 
out of the fifty-four Republicans who voted 
for Piatt in January, thirty-one are now 
against him, and of the fifty-seven wobblers 
thirty-two are now on the Adminis- 
tration side. The antiConkling men 
are betting on sixty-two votes sure to-mor- 
row, and expect to have seventy. 

THE DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS 
was held this evening. It lasted over two 
hours, and during that time speeches were 
made by all the leaders, urging harmony be- 
tween all the factions, and expressing 
a determination to avoid all combinations 
with the Republicans. Resolutions were 
presented from Tammany Hall calling upon 
the Democratic members to nominate dis- 
tinguished Democrats and vote fur them on 
every ballot as long as the contest continued. 
The ballot for the candidate for the 
short term, to succeed Roscoe Conkling, 
resulted as follows: John C. Jacobs, 39;

Clarkson N. Potter, I. The nomination of 
Mr. Jacobs was then made unanimous. He 
is now a State Senator, representing the City 
of Brooklyn. In referring to the question 
of eligibility on account of the clause in 
the State Constitution which prohibits any 
member of the Legislature from accepting a 
civil office from the Legislature during the 
term for which he was eleeted, Senator 
Fowler, one of the ablest lawyers in 
the Senate, stated that the pre- 
cedents of similar cases in Indiana 
and South Carolina left no doubt that Mr. 
Jacobs, if elected, would receive his seat in 
the United States Senate. 
ö MR. JACOBS, 

who is about 45 years of age, has been in the 
State Legisiature for fifteen years, and for 
many years has been the acknowledged lead- 
er of the Democrats in both Houses. A fine 
Parliamentarian, a ready debater, a shrewd 
sagacious, and crafty politician, he is lacking 
in all the essential elements of a statesman 
of broad, liveral, and lofty qualities. 

THE BALLOT FOR THE LONG TERM 
resulted as follows, and was afterwards made 
unanimous: Francis Kernan, 35; Clarkson 
N. Potter, 9; Erastus Corning, 5; Rufus W.

TOM PAINE. 


REDEDICATING HIS MONUMENT AT NEW 
ROCHELLE, WESTCHESTER COUNTY. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New Lom, May #.—The old Thomas 
Paine monument at New Rochelle, West- 
chester County, which was originally dedi- 
cated on Nov. 12, 1839, but which since that 
year has gradually become the prey of relic- 
hunters, having been recut and somewhat re- 
modeled, was this afternoon rededicated in 


the presence of a large assemblage of specta- | 


tors. The monument, which is of white 
marbie, stands in an inclosure about twelve 
feet square by the roadside ou the farm 
which was presented to Paine by the Legis- 
lature, and on which he spent a number of 
the last years of his life. The farm is on 
what is known as the White Plains road, 
leading from New., Rochelle to that village. 
THE MONUMENT 
itself is about twelve feet in hight, composed 
of four blocks of marble. On its four sides 
are cut inscriptions, and the whole is sur- 
mounted by an ornamented piece of marbie, 
which on this occasion was ornamented with a 
floral star and two small United States flags. 
The monument stands about twenty feet from 
the spot wh Paine is buried in the adjoining 
fieid. On the t, or side facing the west, the 
following inscription is cut: The world is my 
country; to do my religion,” Paine’s 
motto. Thomas Paine, author of Common 
Sense.“ Tue ralaces of Kings are built upon 
= ruins of the bowers of Pdridise,—* Common

Mr. F. B. TnunnEn, who has made some 
reputation for himself as a professional anti- 
monopolist, has gulped down without a wink 
the appetizing bait which Mr. Conkling 
spread for him and others like him. Henow 
hails the late senior Senator from New York 
as the Sir Galahad of the anti-monopoly 
cause. Yet, if memory serves, it is not so 
long since this same Thurber was assailing 
Conkling as the tool of the railroad corpora- 
tions. In an article printed in Seribner’s 
Monthly for December, 1880, Thurber re- 
flected severely on Mr. Conklins's conduct 
in aceepting a retainer in the tax case of the 
New York Central vs. The Government, and 
particularly for flinging his political influ- 
ence into the scales for his client. Mr. Thur- 
ber wrote as follows in that article: 


The bearing of political influence upon this 
case was 80 obvious that it was commented on 
ut the time by several newspapers, among others 
the Utica (server, as follows: Now, when 
Mr. Conkling went down to Canandaigua to try 
this railroad cnse, be carried\with bim a greater 
political influence than an her man in our 
State wields, He appeared ore a Judge whom 
he had elevated to the Bench only a few montas 
He confronted a District-Atturney who 
could not bold office for a day if Mr. Conkling 
should demand bis removal. He secured a ver- 
dict which the jury was forced to render by the 
rulings of the Judwe. Under that verdict the 
railroad recovers a round half-million, which it 
might ha ve lost but for its shrewdness in em- 
ploying the right man to prosecute its claim.” 


Mr. Conkling’s “ usefulness ”’ to the railroad 
company in that case ceased the moment the 
case was taken out of the State of New 
York te a Court not constituted of his 
creatures. The Government appealed to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, and the 
judgment was reversed by the unanimous 
opinion of that Court, so that the railroad 
company did not recover its round hailf- 
million. In the light of these facts Mr. 
Conkling's record as an anti-monopolist does 
not seem to be luminous at all points. 
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SHORT OF WHEAT. 

It has come to be regarded asa settled 
fact, in reeent years, that the United States 
is a producer of surplus wheat.. The area of 
wheat culture is so wide that it is supposed a 
general failure is impossible, and that a large 
export surplus can be counted on annually 
as a certainty. Western Europe absolutely de- 
pends upon us for a considerable portion ofits 
daily bread, and the question, How much?’ 
or rather the answer to it, is what determines 
the price of bread on both sides of the Atlan- 
tic. Itis difficult to estimate the extent of the 
commercial fluctuation and of popular dis- 
tress that would ensue on the extinction of 
our wheat surplus for asingle ,ear,—and 
especially if we could not send maize across 
the ocean to partially fill the void. 

It now looks as if we shall have to look 
some such condition of things squarely in 
the face. The commercial world is not at 
present assured of this, and a good many 
people who are usually well informed as- 
sert their belief that the United States will 
produce as much wheat in 1881 as in any for- 
mer year. Some of them give as a reason 
the general appearance of things, and others 
fail back on the breadth of area devoted to 
wheat-culture, with the admitted fact that 
widespread croakings in 1879 and 1880 were 
followed by big crops. But there is more of 
systematic observation now than ever before. 
Indeed, the judgment of the future of a wheat 
crop may be said to be now reduced to a 
science. Capital has impressed keen eyes 
into its service and sent them out all over 
the United States, or at least all over 
those areas in which wheat-culture is a sig- 
nificant industry. The reports of these 
agents are collected and compared and 
weighed with a celerity to whith the official 
bureau ls a stranger, and reasdned on with 
an acuteness that is seldom developed except 
when “ there’s millions in it” to be won or 
lost, according as the judgment proves to be 
right or wrong. 

It is well known to many parties in the 
trade that heavy capitalists have recently 
investigated the present situation in wheat, 
and the prospects for the next crop. Tun 
TRIBUNE has taken some pains to ascertain 
the conclusions at which they have arrived, 
and feels it to be a duty to present those con- 
elusidns,—of course without vouching for 
their accuracy. They are, briefly, as follows: 

1. The winter-wheat crop of the wh 
United States will not aggregate more than 
two-thirds the yield of last year. 

2 The acreage now sown to spring wheat 
is 20 per cent less than in 1880; the yield per 
acre promising to be not greater this year 
than last. 

3. Only about seven and a half million 
bushels of wheat remain in the hands of 
millers and in elevators in the country; and 
not more than one-third of that quantity 
will reach our lake ports, unless prices 
should advance so much as to induce millers 
to ig their reserves instead of grinding the 
grain, 

If these estimates be correct, the sitnation 
resolves itself into this: We have enough 
wheat on hand to supply our own needs 
up to next harvest, and that harvest 
will supply all the wheat wanted for 
bread and seed in the United States during 
the next crop-year. But nothing more! Not 
a bushel for export! The 150,000,000 bushels 
of deficiency from last year’s yield is barely 
equal to the quantity exported in wheat and 
flour, Anything exported after this date will 
be unnecessarily parted with,—literally a 
sharing of our own loaf with people who 
want it as badly as ourselves, or worse. 

There isnothing in this set of circum- 
stances, per se, to justify extraordinarily 
high prices for bread in the United States. 
But there may be a secondary cause, the 
foree of which cannot be measured. Just 
how much England and France will 
bid for bread, and thus raise the 
price here, depends upon the yield 
of their’ own ‘harvests, the increased 
supplies which “ the enhancement of buyers’ 
views” will bring out from other countries, 
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wheat. They have h regarded it with 
aversion as an article of human food, but 
might be induced to tise it freely, if made 
acquainted with its value. Should the de- 
veloping facts warrant, within 4 few weeks, 
the above-noted conclusions in regard to a 
shortage in our wheat yield, some of our 
Western States may see the way clear to act 
on a st made in our last annual re- 
view. That was to send out Commissioners, 
in the shape of cooks, to show the people of 
England how to make corn-bread and hasty- 
pudding for themselves. Such a course 
would not only help our corn-growing in- 
dustry in future years, but would be of im- 
mense benefit to the whole bread-consuming 
world, in checking the match of prices to an 
unreasonably high point.

THE OONTEST AT ALBANY. 

The contest over the New York vacancies 
in the United States Senate begins in earnest 
to-day at Albany, when the first vote will be 
taken. The situation is so complicated and 
uncertain that prophecy in regard to the re- 
sult is extremely hazardous, but none of the 
possibilities seem to include the return of 
Conkling except through a trade with the 
Democrats, which is certainly improbable. 
It has been suggested that when Mr. Conk- 
ling’s adherents shall satisfy themseives that 
he eannot be reélected, they will join the 
Democrats in voting a sine-dte adjournment, 
The effect of this would be to postpone the 
election to a called session in the fall in case 
the Governor should see fit to call an extra 
session, or to give the people at the fall elec- 
tion the privilege of choosing a new Legisla- 
ture upon the djrect issue of the Senatorial 
succession. It isdoubtful, however, whether 
any such program ean be carried out, be- 
cause the Conkling members of the New 
York Senate will need the eodperation of 
all the Democratic members of that body to 
make the plan successful. Moreover, the 
United States law governing the election of 
United States Senators requires continuous 
balloting after it has once begun until a 
Senator shall be chosen. It says (Sec. 15 R. 
S.) that It no person shall receive such ma- 
jority on the first day, the joint assembly 
shall meet at 12 o’clock m. of each succeed- 
ing day during the session of the Legislature, 
and shall take at least one vote, until a Sen- 
ator is elected.“ The law in regard to va- 
cancies provides (Sec. 17 R. S.) that When- 
ever, during the session of the Legislature of 
any State, a vacancy occurs in the representa- 
tion of such State in the Senate, similar pro- 
ceedings to fill such vacancy shall be had 
on the second Tuesday after the Legislature 
has organized and has notice of such vacan- 
ev.“ Of course there is no power to hold the 
Legislature together if a majority of both 
Houses agree to an adjournment according 
to the terms of the New York Constitution, 
but respect for the laws of the United States, 
and apprehension that any election ef Sen- 
ators ata called session after adjournment 
might be disputed, may restrain & majority 
from violating the plain Instructlôn of the 
United States statute. 

If a deadlock shall result and continue in- 
definitly, it will almost surely mean the de 
feat of the two ex-Senators who created all 
the trouble by resigning. The Administra- 
tion Republicans in the Legislature will then 
have made the hardest part of their fight, 
and there will be no temptation to them to 
yield. Mr. Conkling will be on hand to s8o0- 
licit votes, but he will not have his former 
backing of patronage, nor will he be able to 
menace with exclusion from office those who 
oppose him. It may be that the personal 
magnetism” which the ex-Senator has 
been credited with will not prove so effective 
when not supplemented by the power of 
patronage. It is known that. if Mr. Conk- 
ling be returned to the Senate, his influence 
with the appointing power during the next 
three years will be nil. It is equally certain 
that, if Mr. Conkling be not elected to the Sen- 
ate, he will have no official favorsto bestow. 
Hence the bait of office which he has used 
with so much success heretofore will not 
bring any converts to his net if he fail at the 
outset, If it be true that Gov. Cornell is 
even lukewarm towards Mr. Conkling’s re- 
election, then the chances are largely in favor 
of an early gbandonment of Conkling’s pre- 
tensions, and an agreement among the Ke- 
publicans upon two men who shall fairly 
represent both wings of the party. It is 
pretty well known that Mr. Conkling would 
not permit Gov. Cornell to be a candidate at 
the time Mr. Platt was elected a few weeks 
ago; if Gov. Cornell should secure aft- 
erall the term which Platt was elected to 
fill, and thereby be the means of shutting out 
Conkling as well, the case would look very 
like retributive justice, if that doctrine is 
recognized in politics. 

The prospect of a successful coalition be- 
tween the Conkling men and the Democrats 
is highly improbable. The Democrats will 
not give way except to gain a party ad- 
vantage. Their codperation could only 
be secured by the sacrifice of Mr. 
Platt to make room for a Demo- 
erat. Perhaps Mr. Conkling would not 
hesitate at that, though it would be very 
awkward for him in view of his repeated and 
solemn deciarations that he and Platt must 
stand or fall together. it would be equally 
awkward for the Democrats to assent toa 
bargain of this kind just after the party lead- 
ers in the Senate have been denouncing bar- 
gains and trades in the most violent manner, 
But there is another consideration which 
renders any such outcome highly improbable, 
The Republieaus have a large majority in the 
Legislature, and consequently the power to 
return two Republicans to the United States 
Senate. Conkling is the only stumbling-block 
in the wa of doing this. If, under these 
conditions, the Conkling members should as- 
sist in the election of a Democratic Senator in 
order to secure the election of their favorit 
as dn anti-Administration Independent under 
obligation to.the Democrats for his election, 
it would be the most infamous political dicker 
ever transacted in this country, and the Repub- 
licans who should act as parties to this trade 
would be politically damned forever. It may 
be doubted whether even Conkling himself is 
so desperate as to advise or consent to such 
an arrangement. 

The decent and proper way out of the 
dilema Conkling has brought upon the New 
York Legislature is for him to withdraw. 
This may be the ultimate solution, though 
Conkling will not accept it until nothing else 
shall be left for him to do, and then there will 
be no merit or gloryin it for him. With 
Conkling out of the way, Platt would soon 
be swallowed up in the wake of his depart- 
‘ure. Then the Republican majority in the 
Legislature would find it easy to unite upon 
two men who should do credit to the State, 
fairly represent both factions, and thus pre- 
pare the way for enduring harmony. There 
seems to be nothing but disgrace in store for 
Conkling in any case. If he shall be able by 
any hook or crook to secure reélection the 
bargain will completely neutralize all 
the prestige of his past career, and 
it will be a deathblow to his fut- 
eure. if he shail compel an adjournment 
of the Legislature because he cannot be 
elected now, such a result will likewise be 
| due to a bargain, and will risk the choice of a 
Democratic Legislature and the election of 
two Democratic Senators. If he shall fail 
both of election and in compelling an ad- 
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seats which he and Platt vacated, his defeat 
will be humiliating and crushing. It seems 
to be too tate for Con to save his good 
name by aby course is now open to 
him, and this is u reason for believing that 
he will not hesitate at anything which prom- 
ises to assist him in the coveted election. 
On the other hand, desperation and unsoru- 
pulousness in this instanes give no sign of 
commensurate power, arid Conklug's ability 
for mischief is probably not equal to bis In- 


clination.

In our Jast issue an editorial article was 
printed in which some reference was made to 
the danger of a division in the ranks of the 
Reformed Episcopal Church by the efforts of 
a faction in its General Council, now in 
session in New York, headed by the Rev. 
Marshall B. Smith, to incorporate the old 
Calvinistic dogma of eternal punishment in 
hell as Art. XXXVI. of the Confession of 
Faith.

PUBLIC CHARITIES. 

Judge Allison, of one of the Philadelphia 
Courts, one day last week administered a 
scathing rebuke to the system of organized 
and endowed public charities so ostentatious- 
ly paraded in that and other large cities of 
the country. The case before him was that 
of an unmarried woman, 19 years of age, 
charged with the murder of her infant child. 
The girl livea with a man named Aarons, ex- 
pecting to be married to him, but was de- 
serted by him and left penniless and in deli- 
cate health. She was found by a girl of her 
own age who gave her lodging and food for 
a while, as long as she was permitted to do 
80, when she had to go inte the street. There 
she was found by another girl, who was the 
companion ot a rough tramp, and the two girls 
together sought to find charitable provision 
for the distressed one. Ata lying-in hospital 
“$5 a week and a marriage certificate’’ were 
demanded; at another hospital she was re- 
ferred to the alms-house; the Trustees of 
the Poorclosed their doors upon her; ata 
noted charitable ‘“‘ Mission“ she was offered 
a ticket for New York fora dollar; her condi- 
tion excluded her from the Young Women’s 
Christian Association; and thus for seven 
days she unavailingly applied to public 
charities for a place of shelter. At last she 
was excluded by the companion of her 
sympathizing friend from the shelter she 
had shared. A dead infant was found in the 
area ofa cheap lodging-house, in which the 
girl had found a place to sleep by pawning 
the last thing she had left,—a ring. The girl 
was arrested, indicted, and tried. The re- 
port of the conclusion of the case ends as 
follows: 

Judge Allison then called the two women 
Whose charity bad been the prisoner's sole 
resource to come forward. He directed them to 
be seated near the bar, and then charged the 
jury as follows: “I coineide entirely with the 
District-Attorney as to the seriousness of the 
offense charged and the dithculty of proving it. 
I wish, however, to say [and bere tears filled 
Judge Allison's eyes] from this bench that the 
behavior of these two girls deserves the greatest 
commendation. Many women dressed in purple 
and tine liaeu would bave passed the poor creat- 
ure by. It remained for these, struggling in 
poverty and shame, to tend a helping hand. is 
poor girl, in utter loneliness, weak and ex- 
hausted, wanderiug from one charity to another, 
and denied admittance to all, finally souwnht 
refuge in a lodging-bouse where she had not 
means to pay for that lodging, and there, in 
cold and squalor, she gave birth toa chlid. This 
illustrates the absurdity of the rules governing 
the so-called charities which give’ all to those 
having natural protectors, and deny their bene- 
fits to those less fortunate, if more cuipabie.” 
Reiterating his opinion that the Commonwealth 
bad failed to make out its case, a verdict of ac- 
quittal was directed, which the jury promptiy 
returned. There were few dry eyes in court as 
the Judge conciuded, and after adjournment he 
sent the woman a aandsome contribution, which 
was supplemented with money from other 
sourves. The case has been the talk of the 
town, and the managers of the institutions thus 
brought into court are auxiously asking a sus- 
pension of judgment. 

There is no more serious defect in our 
system of charities, than is afforded by this 
case. There was no place in all Philadelphia 
for that poor girl to go in her hour of deadly 
peril and trouble. It was an accident that 
she did not perish in the street,—the affair 
having occurred during the winter months. 
And yet is Chicago better provided to 
extend charity under similar circumstances ? 
Had this case occurred here, where would 
this unfortunate woman have found suit- 
able, proper, and humane treatment any 
more tnan in Philadelphia? There are two 
forms of misfortune which are neglected 
and which appeal loudly for humane treat- 
ment. The one is that cared for at the 
Foundlings’ Home, which Dr. Shipman alone 
and almost nnaided has maintained so brave- 
ly in Chicago for so many years. The other 
needs the benevolence offered by a free lying- 
in hospital, where the unfortunate might ap- 
ply as a matter of right for the care 
and attention which humanity suggests un- 
der such circumstances. No nobler charity can 
be suggested, and no nobler charity can ap- 
peal to Christian men and women than a pro- 
vision for the shelter, care, and proper 
nurture of the poor, helpless women at the 
yery time when they stand most in need of 
human sympathy and aid. 

We know that thera are those who object 
to foundimg asylums and lying-in hospitals 
as rewards and encouragements to sin, but 
there is a wider charity than that; there is a 
broader sympathy for human distress than 
that which at the Philadefphia institution de- 
manded of the suffering and perishing woman 
the exhibition of her marriage certificate. : 
We understand that there is now in progress 


an undertaking to establish s lying-in hos- 
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pital and a foundi as elty on & 
scale, where , 
will be open to all, the needy poor 
will apply in vain for shelter and care, 
large sum of money has already bewn sub- 
sctibed and contributed, the site has been 


purchased, and a portion of the build- 


ings will be finished this season. 
Necessarily the money for this undertaking 
must be donated, but the eharity when put 
in practice will justify any outlay of mere 
money. What it unfottunate girts and wom- 
en do find shelter and medical café in such 
an instittition, and what if they find this 
without money and without price: Is fit not 
better than murder by the abortionists or 
by suicide, or death from want and exposure 
in the streets? Though thete be some who 
will reprobate the extension of charitable 
care and comfort to unfortunate, abandoned, 
deserted women in the hour of their great 
trials, we are satisfied that among the sen- 
sible men and women of the day Judge 
Allison’s tribute to thetwo girls who, despite 
their own poverty and distress, suecored and 
relieved this young woman in Philadelphia 
when she could find no sympathy among 
the professedly charitable will meet with 


cordial approval and a hearty response. y 
— ees 


THE CZaR’s BACKWARD STEP. 

The details of the retrogressive action of 
the Czar in abandoning the constitutional re- 
forms he foreshadowed when he ascended 
the throne are full of interest. The foreign 
mails show that he aroused the hope all over 
Europe that he was about te restore order 
and peace. The dissipation of this hope is 
attended notonly by expressions of regret 
on all sides,but also by the conviction that he 
has made a serious mistake at the very out- 
set, and one that must impel Russia forward 
into revolution. The Ministers whom he 
called about him, the adoption of minor 
measures of reform, particularly the ukase 
providing for very liberal agrarian measures 
and the discussion of a modified form of 
constitutional government in the Council of 
Ministers, aroused the hope that brighter 
days were in store for Russia, when sudden- 
ly a manifesto appeared from the Czar, be- 
lieved in many quarters to have been in- 
spired by the suggestions of Count Bis- 
marek, which rudely dissipated the hope. 
The language of the manifesto is 
unmistakable in its meaning. The 
Czar therein declares his “ unshaken faith in 
the strength and justiceof the autocratic 
power which we have been called upbn to 
support and preserve forthe people’s good 
from all impairment and injury.“ Alexander 
II. himself could not have declared more 
explicitiy against constitutional progress. It 
crushed all hope with one sweeping blow at 
atime when the Czar had given his people 
reason to belleve that their condition was to 
be bettered, and that they were to have some 
voice in the Government. The reactionists 
were victorious in their influence over the 
Czar, and all that Gen. Melikoff, Abaza, the 
Minister of Finance, Milutin, the Minister of 
War, Nicolai, the Minister of Public In- 
struction, and Giera, the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, who had been warm advocates of 
constituluonal reform, could do was to re- 
sign. ‘The most direct cause of this sudden 
change is thus stated by the London Times, 
and the statement fs confirmed by other im- 
portant papers: 


Thie sudden recoil from liberal ideas is sus- 
ceptible, it may be feared, of u too easy expia- 
nation. The Nibilists, uodigmayed by the most 
rutoless repressive measures, continue to 
threaten the Czar and all his family with the 
most fearful penalties. Their menaces have 
shaken the spirit of the Empress,—fearfu! for 
the lives of ber husband and her chi!dren,—and 
through her have wurped the purpose and 
weakened the willof the Emperor. ese are 
untural aud even respectable emotions; but a 
man standing in the position of Alexander III. 
must show himself superior to the aiarms of 
famuy life. The most fatal effect which the en- 
terprises of Ninitiem could produce would be to 
convince the Czar that he must not venture to 
make coneessions in the face of menae and 
murder. The highest courage is that which, ia 
such a position, dares to put aside the fear of 
being thouwbt afraid. Russia needs a ruler with 
this sort of courage, and it is a 8 disappoint- 
meat to discover that Alexander III.. after put- 
ting his band to the plow, has turned back. 
The poliey of repression has been tried over and 
over aguin, and it bas failed. 


On the 18th of May, Gen. Ignatieff entered 
upon his duties as Minister of the Interior 
in the place of Gen. Melikoff, and, after reor- 
ganizing the Ministry, issued a circular to 
the Governors of Provinces setting forth the 
policy of the Government. If there: were 
any doubt as to the Czar’s intentions ex- 
pressed in his manifesto to continue the 
autocratic and traditional policy of his father, 
that doubt was removed by the circular of 
Ignatieff, which reads as follows: 


The manifesto of the lith of May indicated 
the path which the Government intended to pur- 
sue for the greatness and welfare of Russia. The 
origin of the terrible deeds which have startied 
the whole world by their atrocity must be sought, 
not only in che evil minds of the perpetrators 
but deeper in the absence of religious and mora 
principles in the education of the children, in 
the culpable pegliwence and apathy of many 
Government and social official and 
the frauduleat proceedings of 
who are charged with the State and 
funds. In ard to the extirpation of the 
seditious spirit with which the country is im- 
— it is nuly by the autocrat, strong in the 
oyaity and unbounded devotion of bis many 
million subjects, and in the indissoluble alliance 
with them, that this heavy burden can be re- 
moved and the enormous task be accomplished. 
The Czar summons us all to aid ia the work. and 
at the same time fndicates the path along which 
we are to proceed. The principal energy of tne 
Government will be directed to the eradication 
of sedition. The Ruasian nebles have always 
answered to the voice of justice and honor. tn 
this troubiesome hour there is no doubt that this 
class will readily answer the summons of the 
Czar. The peasantry, noted for their devotion 
and loyaity, must pay no heed to wild rumors, 
and must rest in the hope that the Government 
will take the necessary steps to ameliorate their 
condition and satisfy their economical require- 
ments. 


From whatever cause the Czar may have 
acted, whether from family considerations 
or from the advice of other counselors, it is 
a sign of weakness after once having put his 
hand to the plow to turn back again, and 
bodes no good for the peace of his Empire. 
It cannot but arouse a renewed and more 
determined opposition than ever to him, and 
develop a more deadly struggle than ever 
before between autecracy and revolution, 
The fanaticism of rebellion wil) break out in 
new excesses and with more dreadful effects 
than have yet been witnessed. The truce 
between the Nihilists and the Government 
is at an end. The Czar has given them 
nothing to hope in the way of the constitu- 
tional reform they asked for, and as they 
have nothing to hope for in mercy or 
clemency they will renew their strife 
with increased savagery and the terrible 
fanaticism of desperate men. Bismarck’s 
may have been the influence which led the 
Czar to take this fatal step, but the influential 
Berlin papers look forward to the coming 
struggle with feelings ot pity, One of them, 
the Tageblatt, graphically says: Poor 
Czar! How frightful for his people and for 
himself if his ear, still deafened by the late 
explosion, has mistaken the voice of God! 
A dark fate rests on the house of the 
Roraanoff the apprehension forces itself 
upon us in view of the past horrors this 
new Imperial manifesto may probably be- 
come the winding-sheet of autocratic power 
in Russia.” This sentiment will find a re- 
sponsive echo in almost every part of the 
world where constitutional government has 
made any progress.

ship Company bas tun singe the 15th of May a 
regular line of steamers bet ween Malta and Beng- 
hase, which line is also by the Italian 
Government. The same Government has also 
concluded to establish meéttordlogical stations 
in Cyrenaie and Tripoli.. The lay of asub- 
marine cable between Malta and Tr bow- 
ever, seems to meet with opposition at the elev- 
enth hour. But not alone on the northérn but 
also on the northeastern coast of Africa the 
Italians are gaining a foothoid. Since the 26th 
of December, 1880, they have assumed the full 
protectorate of the Bay of Assab and its nine- 
teen islands, also a large tract of territory ef the 
Sultan of Beheran, in Abyssinia, situated on the 
Red Sea. Assab is one of the Guest ports in the 
Strait ot Babel Mandeb, and its situation is not 
surpassed by that.of Aden. Moeha is on the op- 
posit shore, and Berim only a short distance 
away. Everything here is also favorable to re- 
imbursing the Italians for what they may have 
lost in Tunis. Two Italian meu-of-war ate sta- 
tioned in the bay. Buildings and magazines are 
being erected for the Governor and officers, and 
workshops for the laborers. It is becéming evi- 
dent that only an “ energetic policy ou the 
part of Italy is necessary to gain a strong foot- 
hold on this part of the African skere algo. . 


Emigrant Growlérs. 

That of the thousands upon thousands of 
German immigrants who land here with high 
hopes many lose their courage when they find 
that they are not received with a brass band at 
Castle Garden; that roasted pigs do not run 
about with forks and knives sticking in their 
backs; that Croton water is not milk, and Lake 
Michigan does not overflow with honey, is but 
natural. When the negroes were emaneipated 
many of them believed that to be free meant 
not to work. Many immigrants coming to Amer- 
ica think that to live in the land of the free 
means good living and lots of fut.” They will 
write doleful letters bome of their pitiful and 
forlorn condition, warning their friends not to 
come to the United States. Of course these 
letters, or parts thereof, are published with a 
grand flourish by the papers of Germany, and 
the moral they always draw therefrom,— 
because they can do no better,—is the in- 
evitable “Didn't I tell you so?” 80 a 
bummer from Obertngeiheim, who pretends 
to be a Sootalist besides, writes to his 
friends on the other side of the Atlantic to 
dissuade every one from coming to America. 
He even goes so far as to predict that the United 
States will shortly be visited by a most terrible 
revolution, surpassing all other revolutions his- 
tory tells of in crueity and horrors. And asa 
foundation for his prophecy he states that here, 
just as in Germany, the price of labor is regu- 
lated by the amount te be found in the market 
and the demand for it. In his opinion the mode 
and manner of living in America is worse by 
far than in Germany, for, although in this coun- 
try the people eat meat. egi, and other good 
things three times a day, of which the working- 
man in Germany seldom, if ever, could get a 
taste, the dryness of the air compels the healthy 
citizen to eat agreat deal more than ia Germany. 


But bis voracious appetite is mot all that 


troubles the Oberingelheimer bummer; he must 
actually work to au bis cormorant stomach, 
He says: “ Whoever expects to be somebody 
here be must stick to the place where he is and 
work!” 

He tells the truth without knowing it, and if 
be will only stick to his place, whenever he 
makes up his mind to go he will soon discover 
the secret of American suevess. He will then 
be able to fill bimself three times a day with 
meat, eggs, sweet potatoes, and other good 
things to his heart's content; uo longer will be 
complain of the great dryness of the American 
air, because he will be able to counteract its 
effect soccasionally with several glasses of lager. 

In a Similar strain to this writes a counter-hop- 
per from Danzig, who, in concluding his letter, 
complains bitterly that in America labor, pru- 
dence, and money are the only things which are 
of any value. We would advise the young man 
that if he will only practice the first and acquire 
the second de will never stand in need of the 
third, 

These people do not seem to understand that 
by such letters they pay the highest com- 
pliment to the people of the United States. 
Here a man is only judged and valued by what 
he can and does perform. But there is no doubt 
that as soon as these two youngsters have mas- 
tered the language of the country and fully un- 
derstand the business ways and habits of its 
people they will be as happy and content as the 
millions of Germans who arrived here before 
them. Of course such letters are the exceptions, 
among the thousands which are daily sent by 
the Germans of this country to their for- 
mer homes. It may be safely said that 
seven-eighths of the German immigration 
comes to the United States upon advice 
received by letter from friends and relatives 
residing in this country, and such epistolary 
lamentations as those sent to Germany by the

counter-hopper, although devoured with avidi- 
ty by the German press, will hardly have a tend- 
ency to stem the tide of emigration from the 
fatherland. Not those lament who are deter- 
mined to work and to found for themselves and 
families new bomes, but generally that class of 
individuals who, stranded on the cliffs of a par- 
tial education, have befuddled their heads with 
the fumes of Socialistic phrases and notions, 
which they never will be able properly to com- 
prehend or digest.

WHATEVER may be the motives of the 
coup d'etat of the Prince of Bulgaria, judging 
from the dispatches it remains very doubtful 
whether or not it willrealize his expectations. It 
is not improbable in the least that the National 
Convention to which he intends tosubmit the 
condidons under which he will remain on the 
throne of Bulgaria may take the Prince at his 
word,—l. e., refuse to accept the terms, and let 
him go. In this case the future of Bulgaria 
would be dependent upon most uncertain and 
accidental impulses of the people; and the same 
may be said if the Convention accepts the prop- 
osition of a seven years’ dictatorship. The oid 
political maxim, that a State created 
by the will and pleasure of foreign 
States and a people which owes its liberation 
not to its own efforts and valor but exclusively 
to the bravery of others can only gain stability 
after long internal contests, has become true 
again in the case of Bulgaria. According to the 
Constitution of Bulgaria. the National Conven- 
tion consists of all the Bishops. all the Judges, 
and double the number of Delegates elected to 
the Sobranije. This latter body bas already dis- 
gusted the Prince by its action, and ‘tis very 
questionable whether or not the stili more pon- 
derous body of a National Convention will be 
more pliabie and pleasing to him. At all events, 
it has been demonstrated that a constitution on 
paper only is not a sufficient guarantee for the 
development of the Buigarian people. It is 
possible, after all, that the threat to abdicate ts 
nothing but a repetition of the same trick which 
has on several occasions been so successfuily 
played by another Prussian Lieutenant, the 
present King of Roumania, on the other side of 
the Danube.

CARRYING ON CIVIL SUITS IN THE “ POOR 
MAN’S COURT,”— 

that is, the Justices’ Courts. He proposed to in- 
clude fees of all kind involved,—those of the 
Justice, Constable, witnesses, and attorneys. 
But the difficulties in the way were numerous. 
Take two civit suits of exactly the same nature, 
and the cost of one may be double or triple that 
of the other, not only because the fees of the 
attorneys vary toa wonderful degree, but also 
because of continuances and witnesses varying 
tn numbers, and because of compromises and 
settiements. And, again, a Justice of tho 
Peace is averse to making public the exact 
amount of business that he is doing, especially 
It he thinks it will not compare favorably with 
that of a brother Justice. And the Constable. 
will anybody but himseif ever know all the ways 
he has tor realizing ona lawsuit? 

In Chicago there are fifteen Justices of the 
Peace. not inciuding the four Police Justices,— 
six on the South Side, five on the West Side, and 
four ou the North Side. The Justices who do the 
heaviest civil business are Hammer, Meech, 
Brown, and Brayton on the South Side, Eber- 
hardt, Miller, and Scully on the West Side, and 
Kaufmano—also a Police Justice—on tbe North 
Bide. Justices Morrison and Summerfield doa 
very heavy criminal business, which is not to be 
considered here. But it is estimated that the six 
South Side Justices—Hammer, Brown, Brayton, 
Meech, Summerfield, and Prindiville—do as much 
business as that done by the other nine Justices 
comb Figures given further oa will show.

The Board of Trade being closed in observance 
of Decoration-Day, there was very little trading 
done on the curbstone, though a goodly crowd 
assembied in the alley and discussed the situa- 
tion thoroughly. July wheat sold at $1.15@1.15% 
early, on the principle of general strength, and 
deciined later to $1.14%@114% on receipt of 
news of a deciine in St. Louis, with rain there 
and at St. Paul, Minn. July corn sold at 668 
uc. Lard sold at $10.00 for July, and short 
ribs for July at $8.12%. 

The demand for lake charters was good and 
rates remained steady. Three vessels were en- 
gaged for Buffalo with oats on p. t. and corn at 
Ae; one vessel for Erie with corn on through 
rate, Total capacity, 60,000 bu corn and 200,000 
bu wheat. 

There was a reasonably active order trade in 
staple and fancy dry goods, and the market 
maintains a steady and healthytone. Boots and 
shoes, clothing, and millinery goods remained 
quiet. There was fair activity in grocery cir- 
cles, and all the leading staples were unequivo- 
cally firm. Sugars are actively inquired for, 
and as supplies continue to fall short of the de- 
mand the market remains strong. Coffees were 
held higher. They are now fully e 
above the lowest prices of last week. 
At the East the advance has deen 
even more marked. Teas also display greatly- 
increased strength. In imperials and gunpow- 
ders, ranging from 30@60c per pound, the recent 
advance is 30, while in fine Japs the improve- 
ment amounts to e. The supply of the latter 
is very light. Dealers in butter report a con- 
tinued fair demand at full rates. Cheese was 
steadier than for some days past. No changes 
were apparent in dried fruits, canned goods, and 
fish. Oils were unchanged, carbon and turpen- 
tine being firm at Saturday’s revised quotations. 
Coal and pig-iron were dull. Hides were in fair 
demand for No. lgreen, dealers paying 9%c for 
that grade. The other grades move siowly, 
thougt an improvement is anticipated owing to 
the heavy sales of leather in New York recently. 
Wool, grease, and tallow were steady and un- 
changed. Broom-corn is moving freely at the 
rates current for the past month. In metals 
and tinners’ ware there is an active city and 
country trade, and prices remain steady. Pota- 
toes were steady and uncbanged. 

It was rumored yesterday that the parties who 
have been under wheat bere and in Milwaukee 
for some months past sold out during the 
“bulge” of last week. The rumor even went 
so far as to say that they sold about 15,000,000 
bu at an average profit of about 9c, making tne 
Snug sum of $1,250,000, after paying all ex- 
penses. They may have sold so much, and made 
so much profit, and yet not be out of the deal. 
They certainly sold very freely during last 
week, but the indications are that somebody is 
yet under it; of course no one knows for how 
long. The history of the wheat market wiil 
probably be repeated to this extent: 
prices advance to a point where the mo- 
nopolists unload, and leave others to carry the 
property. Those who have bold of it last in- 
variably get left. and no one can invest with- 
out taking this risk. We note that the Secre- 
tary of the California Board of Agriculture esti- 
mates the wheat crop of this year in that State 
to be only about 50 per cent of the yield of last 
year. The prospects of the winter wheat crop 
in Southern Illinois are very poor. 

Corn was delivered very freely Saturday, on 
May contracts, mostly receipts which incurred 
Seer bu additional storage (on the basis of 
free for five days) yesterday. This, with big 
receipts, will probably make cash corn plenty 
to-day; and it will probably abolish most, if not 
all, of the premium over June. 

H. K. Jackson, in Dornbusch of May 16, says in 
regard to wheat prospects:

Meeting of the Bar to Do Honor 


to His Memory. 


A Touching Tribute of Respect to Be 
Spread on the Court Records. 


Prominent Lawyers Testify to the 
Worth of the Dead Jurist. 


An adjourned meeting of the members of the 
Bar was held in the United States Circuit Court 
room yesterday afternoon to hear the report of 
the Commit tee appointed to draft resolutions 
with reference to the death of Judge Ebenezer 
Peck. Among those present were Judges Law- 
rence, Trumbull, and Blodgett, Messrs. E. B. 
McGogg, B. C. Cook. John N. Jewett, Samuel 
Ashton, James R. Doolittie, Jr., Arthur Caton, 
Thomas Hoyne, the Hon. Robert Linvoln, C. C. 
Bonney, Robert Hervey, and H. W. Bishop. 

In resuming the chair, Judge Drummond said 
he bad known Judge Peck for many years, they 
having come to the State in 1836, though be did 
not become acquainted with him until 1838, 
Both were then members of the House of Kep- 
resentatives. Mr. Peck was an ardent politician 
and a man ot strong feelings. Their personal 
relations bed always been pleasaut. After 
giving a brief sketch of Judge Peck’'s life, the 
speaker said he filled the various offices to 
which he bad been elected or appointed with 
honor and credit, and bad left a name untarnish- 
ed asa member of the Bar, as a Judge, and asa 
man.

MR. COOK REFERRED 


to the efforts tnade by Judge Peck to secure the 
completion of the Lilinois & Michigan Canal 
after work on it had been suspended. He was 
aiso one of the most active promoters of the 
first railroad constructed to run to and from 
Chicago. The firmness and sagacity, as well as 
the unselfish a of Judge Peck, were ap- 
preciated and acknowledged by all who were fa- 
miliar with the share which he took in the 
events of the early days. He was the trusted 
friend and adviser of Mr. Lincoln before and 
after bis election. He was singular in the 
strength and fidelity of bis personal friendships. 
There never was a truer or more faithful friend. 
And he had lett bis impress upon the history of 
hia time. 

Judge Caton geve some interesting recollec- 
tions of the deceased, saying that he had made 
bis mark iu the first case be tried in Chicago. 
He was genial, devoted in dis friendships, and 
ever ready to make sacrifices [or the right. All 
would — follow bim. Might there be found 
iu the life ot each so little to censure, so much 
to approve! 

Mr. Ashton, who had been a student and clerk 
in Judge Peck's office, paid his tribute to the 
memory of the deceased, whose demise, be said, 
was a great loss to the Bar, the community, and 
his friends, 

Mr. E. B. MeCage spoke of Judge Peck as one 
who went to bis grave as he bad lived,—an honest 
man. witha cieur appreciation that, however 
wrong be might bave been, yet, nevertheless, he 
never was intentionally wrong, but tried to his 
uttermost to be rigut. His character was love- 
ly,—lovely in private life, lovely because,though 
firm in bis convictions, he was willing to listen 
to the convictions of other people iovely, be- 
cause in him there was no liability to e bange: 
lovely, because of a broad faith and confidence 
in every body; because of an avowed conviction 
in an overruling Providence directing all events 
toward good at all times. which should ultimate- 
ly bring safety and life to all. 

JUDGE LAWRENCE, 
who had known Judge Peck thicty-five years,— 
intimately for the last four or üve.—suid the 
more be sawof bim the more he learned to ad- 
mire him. He took an able and consp'cuous 
partin the affairs of the State, his noble pres- 
ence and extraordinary inteliectual vigor mak- 
ing him a leader. His judgment in political 
matters was profound. His most marked char- 
acteristic was absolute integrity and honesty in 
its rarer and more difficult sense,—tidelity to his 
convictions in all bis acts and words, which 


sprang from his loyalty to truth. He 
respected himeeif. For ears he bad 
wutched the steady approach of death. It 


bad no terrors fer him. He bad lived a long 
lite and done a man’s work. His death left a 
void in the lives of those who knew him well, 
and they would cherish his memory while they 
lived as that of one whose every act and word 
gave to the world the assurance of a man 

Judge Trumbull referred to Judge Peck’ 8 in- 
tegrity. ability, and spotiess life. He was the 
associate and companion of Lincoln, Douglas, 
Bacon, Hardy, Bissell. and others familiar as 
lawyera, statesmen, heroes, and patriots, ana 
bore an bovorable part among them, all 
at times to avail themselves 
of his counsel and advice. He never 
pretended what he was not. With hypocrisy 
and deceit be had no patience. He was known 
for bis great kindness of hearty sympathy and 
hospitality.. His attachment to those he loved 
knew no bounds. He lived a pure life, was 
kind, true, and faithful in all its relations, and 
died an honest man. 

The resolutions were adopted, and the Chair 
appointed Judge Trumbull to preseut them to 
the Supreme Court and Thomas Hoyne to the 
Circuit Court of the United States.

But during the last twenty years they have 
disappeared more rapidly than ever before: 
and, before many more years have passed, 
not a vestice of this once powerful race will 
remain. What is the cause of this decline? 
you ask. Undeubtedly it has been war, 
pestilence, and the contact of civilization. 


In early days the different tribes were fight- 


ing unceasingly among themselves, while the 
Americans and Mexicans aided largely in 
decreasing the nümber of their common 
enemy. In Trinity County, thirty years ago, 
a party of Whites surrotindéd a ‘rancherta, 
and during a night a whole tribe was de- 
stroyed. Similar butcheries have occurred 
in other parts of the State. Nat 
long since 1 read, in Menetee's 
History of Sonoma County, about the 
ravages of the eholera among the Indians in 
1883. In one raneheria in the Sacra- 
mento Valley over 200 died within the space 


‘of fourdays. One little girl alone escaped 


the frizhtful disease, and when she was kos- 
cued the ground wus literally covered with 
the bodies of her dead companions. 

»The contact of civilization,” said the gen- 
tleman, as we approached the rancheria, 
„ has been more potent in the extinction of 
the Diggers than pestilence or the sword. 
The gume is no longer abundant in the 
mountains, and there is ascarcity of fish in 
the interior streams; and without fish anc 

ame the Indians are put to all sorts of shifts 

keep body and soul together. When they 
are hungry it matters little what sort 
of food is offered, for they will eat 
anything which is digestible. Their 
bread is made generally from acorns, or the 


„ kernels of the pine-nut and buckeye; and 


worms and edible roots are their meat and 
vegetables. Grasshoppers are one of their 
favorit dishes, while snakes are said to be 
eaten witha relish. Between the two evils, 
starvation and work, there is not much dif- 
ference in the average Digger’s mind, and in 
escaping both the grand end of exisience is 
obtained. But here we are at one of the 
‘largest rancherias in the State; and of the 
habits and customs of this strange people an 
excellent opportunity is now afforded to 
judge for yourselves. Don’t be fastidious; 
don’t make any one angry; keep your mouth 
shut and your eyes aud ears open, and you 
will witness a performance to-night more 
curious than apy you have ever yet seen in 
California. We shall soon be satisfied, but 
make up your mind to remain here until the 
last dance is over.“ 
IN THE SWEAT-HOUSE. 

From the barking of the dogs and the wail- 
ing of a squaw we knew that we were now 
in the midst of the ranclieria; and Indian 


forms flitting about the “sweat-house” in- 


formed us where the “tandange” was to be 
held. This house had been built of strong 
poles and branches ingeniously fastened to. 
ther, and was in the shape of an inverted 
wl, being about forty feet in diameter at 
the bottom, and tapering to the size of a 
centre-pole at the top. The outside be

Court, in proceedings for the confirmauon of 
special assessments, in proceedings for the 
sale of lands for taxes and special assess- 
ments, and in all common law and attach- 
ment cases, and cases of forcible detainer 
and forcible entry and detainer; and that 
such appeals and writs of error shail, when 
not otherwise provided, be taken and pros- 
ecuted in the same manner as appeals from, 
ana writs of error to, Circuit Courts, 
THE FIRST VETO. 

The Governor sent in his veto of House bill 
67,—a billin regard to the time of electing 
County Superintendents of Schools,—for the 
good and all-sufficient reason that precisely the 
same point has already been covered in a Senate 
amendment to a House bill. 

GARNISIIMENT. 

Senator White's Garutsament bill, allowing a 
garnishee to demand witness fees in advance, 
insteac, as now, of allowing them to be entered 
up under the subsequent judgment, was read a 
third time and pussed.

NEW LIFE-SAVING INVENTION. 
A to Cleveland Herald. 
ay 20.—A test was made yester- 
the latest life-saving invention, the 
ttinger Sand Whee!l,”’ the invention of Capt. 
Ottinger, — of world-wide fame from his 
many inventions now in use in tne Life-Saving 
Service. The tire of the wheel is about seven 
inches wide, and is divided into compartments 
seven inches long, six wide, and about two deep. 
The principle upon which Capt. Ottinger went 
to work wus that as the wheel sank into the 
sand the air compressed into the compartments 
as the wheel revoived would not only ppevens 
the wheei sinking in the sand, but would pack 
the sand and furnish a hard rovd-bed for the 
wagon. The result of the experiment showed 
that the Captain's theory wus a very rrect 
one. A wagon with the ordinary sand- 
wheel was loaded with 2,700 1 (the 
weight of the life-saving wagon with its appa- 
ratus), and the crew of the station here could 
with difficulty draw it, and after hauling it a few 
hundred yards they were obliged to stop from 
utter exhaustion. After resting, they took the 
life-saving wagon with the Ottinger sand-wheel, 
and in eleven winutes they had made one-fourth 
of a mile over the roughest beach in this vicin- 
ity, where they were vompelled to remove huge 
stumps and logs in order to make the trial. The 
retura trip was made in five minutes.—time un- 
recedented in the anuais of life-saving service 
istory. The wheel has already been adopted 
by the Government, and its full and complete 
success will make it one of the most valuable of 
the life-saving inventions now in use. The ex- 
periments were made in the presence ot Collect- 
or-of-Customs M. R. Barr, Deputy Collector R. F.

The supply at country Ex- 
changes has been small, and prices have 
been somewhat firmer, In London Friday 
there was a rather better demand, but rates 
were unchanged, In foreign, trade was in- 
animate and the supply moderate.

IRELAND IN AN UPROAR. 

Duni, May 233.—The past week has been 
one of grave anxiety and alarm to the au- 
thorities of Ireland. The critical position 
of affairs in County Limerick and the not 
less dangerous proceedings connected with 
serving writs and —— other parts 
of the country, notably scommon and 

‘itrim, are calculated to precipitate the 
Collision which is considered inevitable. 
The present state of suspense cannot be 
longer endured. The people are resisting 
the process of law with a reeklesness un- 
equaled in the history of the country, 
and yet with a counteracting restraint, 
Which is a pe feature in popular 
Irish agitations, and which shows that the 
behests of the League leaders to throw the 
onus ot the first aggressive step on the mili- 
tary and police are not without their effect. 
The district in which the land war has 
reached its most dangerous phase is cele- 
brated as the scene of many wild tumults. 
Kilfinane, Kilmallock, and New Pallas have 
long ago obtained an unenviable notoriety. 
The junction of the counties of Tipperary 
and Limerick is a cradle of faction fichting. 
It has been the scene of flercer conflicts be- 
tween the law and the people than any that 
ever disgraced the most rabid Orange quar- 
ters of the North. ‘hen the Government 
sent Mr. Clifford Lloyd. the resident magis- 
trate, who has obtained so much celebrity in 
his dealings with tne League, to this district, 
they recognized the difficulty of the task 
which he had to face, and after a fortnight 
of marching and countermarching, attacks 
and repulses, the representatives of law and 
order were baffled, if not defeated, by their 
opponents. The tenants of New Pallas were 
not driven from the cane. Not a single 
head of stock was seized for rent. Not a 
single eviction was effected. The Bailiffs 
could not trust even the protecting powers of 
a body of soldiers and police numbering half 
a thousand, and disappeared in the confusion. 

UNIVERSAL BOYCOTTING. 

The situation cannot last. This fact fills 
the authorities with alarm. The police are 
rapidly becoming demoralized. No men can 
long endure a state of siege such as the 
forces of the disturbed districts are under- 
gning. Every man’s hand is against them. 
Nor carman will drive them. No publican 
will supply them with food. The people 
stone them atevery ~ og „ The women 
hoot, yell, and upbra The children throw 
mud at hem. After a long and fatiguing 
march they find in some country village that 
the wells are defiled with mud and rubbish, 
so that no man can quench his thirst. No 
atrol can venture forth except in great 
oree. At night the country is left in the 
hands of marauders, who carry on their 
lawless practices with the utmost impuni- 
ty. Under such circumstances the govern- 
ing powers are almost helpless. They are 
doing their best by sending down army 
service wagons and provisions to supply the 
creature comforts of which the forces are de- 
prived. But they cannot improve the des- 
perate position in which the military and 
police are placed. They are constantly 
changing the drafts by sending fresh men to 
supply the places of those who are wearied 
in body and broken in ‘spirit. Complaints 
are loud on all sides against the resident 
Magistrates, who are placed in supreme com- 
mand of the expeditions. They are accused 
of want of decision, of standing idly by 
for hours, while they see soldiers and police 
suffer gailing indignities, and often pros- 
trated by dangerous wounds, Severer meas- 
ures than coercion are demanded, The com- 
manding officers of the line regiments in the 
South and West do not conceal the fact that 
they cannot be responsible for their men 
when placed in the humiliating and exasper- 
ating positions already described. 

GUARDSMEN AS BAILIFFS, 
It is this fact which compels the authort- 
ties to turn to the more reliable and steadier 
troops at their command in the shape of two 
regiments of Guards now in Dublin. Scarce- 
ly a day passes that does not find a body of 
these superb troops speeding to some coun- 
try district to discharge the ignoble duty of 
protecting an unsavory Bailiff in the dirty 
work of throwing into the road the miserable 
furniture of a mud cabin. Amid all this con- 
fusion and suspense there is in the situation 
an element of the erimly ludicrous. Ihe 
Government under the provision of the Co- 
ercion act, which has done no good, are 
throwing the leaders of the agitation into 
prison, and yet, with all the means at their 
command, they cannot 8 the security 
of life and property. utrages are becoming 
alarmingly frequent. There is not a single 
instanee of a guilty person having been 
brought to justice since the passing of the 
Coercion act. The League openly preaches 
a universal strike against rent 
the landlords are making the best bargains 
they can with the tenants. The most ex- 
travagant demands which, on the last gale 
day were rejected with contempt, are now 
accepted with readiness. Indeed, the land- 
lord is glad of any rents at all. There are 
indications that the demand that the Govern- 
ment shall stop evictions will soon extend to 
more influential ranks than. those of the 
League leaders. John Dillon’s warning 
words did not fall on barren ground. An 
opinion which has found expression in vari- 
ous irregular but emphatic ways is growing 
up among the commercial classes, that for 
the sake of the trade and commerce of the 
country the Government ought to do some- 
thing which will restore peace an 
back confidence. Whether this feeling wi 
take definit shape remains to be seen, but 
there is no doubt that reassure will be 
brought on the rulers of Irel and an- 
other effort will be made to e over the 
period, so fraught with danger andd nity, 
which must intervene between the presen 
moment and the operation of the remedial 
measures now passing through Parliament,

“BARBED WIRE. 


‘Movement in lowa in Opposition 
to the Monopoly. 


Preliminary Organization of a Farm- 
ers’ Protective Association. 


Barbed Wire to Be Manufactured in 
Spite of the Monopoly, 


And Gen. Butler Retained to Defend Any 
Suit for Infringement of Patent. 


Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune, 

Des Motnes, Ia., May 30.—The farmers of 
Iowa are organizing for self-protection 
against the barbed-wire monopoly. Some 
time ago the Executive Committee of the 
Farmers’ Alliance opened a correspondence 
with Washburn, Moen & Co., owners of the 
barbed-wire patent, for the purpose of secur- 
ing a reduction of price of barbed-wire to 
farmers. Mr. Washburn thought the matter 
of sufficient importance to 
COME HERE AND CONSULT WITH THE COM- 

MITTEE, 
and a long session was had. When asked 
why he charged farmers 9 and 10 cents per 
pound, when he charged railroad companies 
only 7% cents, he replied that it was because 
the railroad companies bought much larger 
quantities. He was very quickly undeceived 
by figures showing that the farmers of lowa 
bought ten times more wire than railroad 
companies. He finally consented to grant 
permission to licensed manufacturers to sell 
wire to an association of farmers like the 
State Grange or Alliance, in lots of not less 
than ten tons, at 7% cents, which is the same 
quantity and terms given the railroads. But, 
when asked if this association could seil the 
wire to individual farmers at the same price, 
he said they could not, but 
MUST DEMAND THE SAME PRICE 

as licensed manufacturers did, or retail 
dealers. The reason was, that licensed man- 
ufacturers had been compelled to pay heavy 
royalties, and they must be protected. To 
grant such a concession to an association of 
farmers would ruin the business of manu- 
facturers. The Executive Committee did 
not deem that much of a concession to farm- 
ers, as they would have to pay the same price 
as though they bought of Washburn, Moen 
& Co. or a licensed maker in lowa. This 
price is so fixed for lowa that it is made to 
agree with the price at Washburn’s factory 
in Massachusetts, and the freight added to 
Iowa. This is to enable Washburn, Moen & 
Co. and the licensed makers here to sell on 
equal terms,—the advantage of one over an- 
other being in the facilities for barbing the 
wire. 

The Executive Committee, immediately 
after the retirement of Mr. Washburn, or- 
ganized 

THE FARMERS’ PROTECTIVE ASSOCIATION, 
and adopted articles of incorporation under 
the laws of the State, with power to sue or 
be sued, manufacture, buy, or sell barbed 
wire, or any other article they please that is 
asked by farmers. They propose to release 
the farmers of Iowa and the Northwest of 
at least a portion of the tax of $20,000,000 im- 
posed by the barbed-wire monopoly, and 
they are preparing for business in the courts 
and elsewhere. They propose to know for 
themselves whether putting pricks on a wire 
can 2 — — by anybody. They ad- 
mit the legitimate claim of the mode of put- 
ting them on; but they deny the broad 
claim that the prick Yiteelf, which has 
been in use for half a hundred years, is admissi- 
bie toa patent. The capital of the Association 
is tixed at 

ONE HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS, 
with the — vilege of increase. This stock is 
made up by the admission fee of membersbip, 
which is $1, or one are of stock for each dollar 
paid. Each member is also required to pay an 


annual fee of 50 cents. 

The highest amount of indebtedness atany 
one time which can be assumed is $15,000. The 
private property of members is not liable for 
debts of the corporation. Each share is entitled 
to one vote in the affairs of the compa pany. 

Members in A a. county in lowa, Nebraska, 
Minnesota, and Wisconsin may 

ORGANIZE COUNTY ASSOCIATIONS,— 
said associations to collect the subscriptions 
from members in each county, and pay the same 
over to the State Association; and they may 
send delegates to the State Association to rep- 
resent them and vote their shares of stock. 
They cannot use the money paid by members 
for stock for — purpose, except 5 per cent, 
whicb may be u for contingent expenses. Such 
County Association may organize Town and City 
Associations on the same plan, auxiliary to it.

If avy member of the 
Association purchase any article claimed to be 
an infringement of any patent, the State Asso-

in the courts, without cost: and, when practica- 
bie, will make itself defendant in such suit. The 
stock is not transferabie. 

The Association has secured the services of 
Benjamin F. Butler, of Massachusetts, and 
Ju C. C. Cole, of this city, as counsel. which, 
it will be admitted, is a pretty good team fora 
patent-right contest.

But the Empress and the Crown- 
Princess Held in Dislike. 


A Visit from Liszt, and a Performance 
of His Oratorio, Christus. 


Street-Oars That Do Not Start Early

BAN, Prussia, April 23.—The stranger 
who remains a short time in Germany cannot 
fail to be impressed with the fact that the 
venerable Kaiser is dearly beloved by his 
people; so also is the Crown-Prince; while, 
on the other hand, the Empress and Crown- 
Princess are unpopular. The Emperor must, 
of course, be familiar to you at home, 
through his pictures, as a really handsome 
oldman. He is certainly well preserved for 
a man of his years, 84 last March, Rumors 
begin to report that, tho Kaiser ap- 
pears spry and fresh in “public, yet. when 
free from restraint in the privacy of his own 
apartments, he shows his age plainly, and 
that both mentally and physically he is fail- 
ing. The Emperor has always been moder- 
ate in habits, which doubtless has had much 
to do towards preserving his health. 

. HE SLEEPS 

on a hard mattress, which rests on a simple 
brass bedstead; and his covering is a sol- 
dier’s blanket. It is said that this simple 
bed is taken along wherever his Majesty 
travels. And the story runs, that, upon one 
of the Emperor’s visits to St. Petersburg, his 
servant of the bed-chamber found in the 
apartments assigned to his Majesty an ele- 
‘gant bed, canopied, and in all respects as 
luxuriously comfortable as the most pam- 
pered monarch could desire. What is that 
bed for?’ exclaimed the servant, question- 
ingly. For his Majesty the Emperor of 
Germany,” was the reply. “Take it right 
away, then,” ordered the servant; the Em- 
peror brings his own bed with him.” And 
the plain little bedstead was put in the place 
of the magnificent one which had been in- 
tended for his Majesty. 

The Kaiser is said to be inordinately fond

But, as it did not agree with the Royal 
stomach any better than with many & 
humble fellow’s, his physician forbade his 
free indulgence in it many years ago, telling 
him that, if he did not eat it, he might live 
to be 80. Therefore, of course, the Emperor 
has lived to reach the age of 84. When his 
80th birthday arrived, he called his medical 
adviser to him and said, There, my dear 
Doctor, I have lived to be 80, and now to-day 
I am going to eat as much lobster-salad as I 
want.” A menu of one of the dinners given 
during the recent Royal wedding-festivities 
hangs in the show-window of an engraver in 
Charlotten strasse, and from thatit is to be 
inferred that the lobster-salad-loving Kaiser 
once again ran the risks of indigestion and 
a sleepless night. But, if distressed, he must 
have been ashamed of his weakness and 
kept his sufferings to himself, for the daily 
papers made no mention of the important 
fact. 

Another weakness of the abstemious old 
monarch is the ballet; and, in consequence, 
that of the Imperial Theatre here is of un- 
rivaled beauty and splendor,—is not even 
surpassed by the ballet in tite Russian or 
Austrian Capitals. 

' THE CROWN-PRINCE— N 
„Our Fritz,“ as he is often called—is 50 years 
old; has a fine, soldier-like carriage, and a 
kind, amiable expression; and really makes 
a handsome appearance. Like his father he 
is distinguished more for soldierly than 1. 
tellectual qualities. As a German said to 
me, “Oh! everybody knows he did not in- 
vent gunpowder [the equivalent for ‘ He will 
never set the Thames afire’]; but he is a 
thorough soldier, and we hope he will root 
out some of the vices that the amiable 
old Kaiser winks at.” This latter 
had reference to the notoriously 
corrupt management and the im- 
morality of the Roval Theatre and Opera, 
of which I will speak at another time, Com- 
d to that of some members of his father’ 
amily,—notably his two — * Prince Car 
and the late Prince Albrecht, —the petyate 
character of the Crown-Prince is — free 
from reproach.

Each drives 
in state alone, and promenades in the park 
in majestic solitude. Whether this 
is more  befiting to Royal dignity 
or whether it shows a decided 
reference on the part of each for the unin- 

rrupted enjoyment of his or her own 60- 
ciety, I leave to others to determine. As was 
stated in a previous letter, the a ranee of 
the Empress in public during wedding- 
festivities of her grandson occasioned no en- 
thusiasm whatever in the populace, while 
the Kaiser was greeted vociferously. Upon 
that occasion her hair presented such a strik- 
ing contrast in hue to chat expected from a 
lady of 80 summers as to be strongly sug- 
gestive of some patent uninjurious hairdye. 
THE CROWN-PRINCESS VICTORIA 
is wnpopular because possessing some of 
those — traits which distinguish her 
mother and daily increase her unpopularity 
with her English subjects. She lives in ex- 
treme simplicity herself, and compels the 
ladies of her Court todo the same. Except 
upon State occasions they are not allowed to 
wear anything but woolen and other stuffs 
equally simple for those who surround 
Royalt and thes must a r in aprons. 
Her private apartments exhibit a striking 
want of elegant display.
